But ASDIC's uses are trivial com- 
pared to those of the new “magic 
eye”, radar. With radar you can 
see as far as the “line of sigiis’ 
will carryv—and if you get up high 
enough thet can be a quite aston- 
ishing distance, more than 100 
miles. Moreover, radar can see as 
well in dark as in daylight, in fog 
as in the brightest sunshine

It's a story that’s just now be- 
ginning to be told, but Canada 


has played a central role in radar 
development all through the war 
Radar was a British discovery, but 
the British saw the war coming and 
wanted to move their secret to a 
safer spot. So in 1938 they called 
some Research Council men from 
Canada and showed them every- 
thing. The Canadians started build- 
ing, outside Ottawa, the set of lab- 
oratories and expericental stations 
that have been the major nerve 
centre of radar work on this con- 
tinent 

Radar, in a way, is the same idea 
as ASDIC. ASDIC sends a beam 
of sound and times the echo. Radar 
sends a beam of radio waves and 
does the same thing. But sound
